Assemblyman John W. 
Hasper has reminded area 
senior citizens that the new 
Elderly Pharmaceutical In- 
surance Coverage (EPIC) 
program will begin providing 
benefits effective Oct. 1. 

The  state-subsidized pre- 
scription drug plan is the 
result of legislation approved 
in 1986. The programs 
benefits are designed espe- 
cially for low-income elderly 
who spend a significant por- 
tion of their income on 
prescription drugs. Hasper 
noted that enrollment is an 
on going process and anyone 
who is still interested in 
registering should call his 
office fof an application form. 

“It is of real concern to me 
that many elderly living on 
fixed indomes are often forced 
to choose between paying the 
rent, buying food or purchas- 
ing life}sustaining prescrip- 
tion gs. I hope senior 
citizens |in need will secure 
assistan¢e from the state un- 
der this hew program.” 

Haspef explained that the 
program|is for those 65 and 
over whp meet the income 
criteria. | Single people with 
incomes jup to $15,000 and 
couples Whose combined in- 
comes $20,000 or less 
would beleligible.
